Youth sacrifices life over land row} 


+ Another call for Jam 


Excelsior Correspondent 
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JAMMU, July 23: A youth 
taking part in the chain hun- 
ger strike against cancella- 
tion of forest land to Shri 
Amarnath Shrine Board 
(SASB) today sacrificed his 
life after consuming poison 
in protest against the re- 
marks of National Confer- 
ence chief, Omar Abdullah in 
Parliament yesterday that 
the land to Amarnath shrine 
Board will be returned only 
over dead bodies of the Kash- 
miris. 

Following death of the 
youth, the activists of San- 
garsh Samiti and other or- 
ganisations went on a ram- 
page in the City pelting 
stones on moving vehicles 
and enforcing a bandh in 
some City areas. The mob 
also ransacked mortuary of 
Government Medical Col- 
lege, Jammu and twice lifted 
body of the martyr to shift it 
to the venue of dharna. The 
Samiti has given a call for 
Jammu bandh tomorrow. The 
Bar Association Jammu has 
also called for a bandh tomor- 
row. 

Identified as Kuldeep Kumar 
Dogra of Talab Tillo, the youth 
who joined the hunger strike 
launched by the Sangarsh Samiti 
in front of Brahman Sabha this 
afternoon fell unconscious while 
delivering a speech in protest 
against Omar Abdullah’s state- 
ment this afternoon. 

Commenting on Omar's re- 
marks, the youth said that NC

chief had stated in Lok Sabha 
yesterday that Kashmiris will die 
instead of transfering the land 
to SASB and “I would show Mr 
Abdullah how the people of Jam- 
mu too can sacrifice their lives 
to get back the land”. 

Soon after his remarks, the 
youth fell unconscious and was 
taken to GMC hospital where 
doctors declared him brought 
dead. As the news of youth’s sac- 
rifice spread, a large number of 
people took to streets in the city 
and its outskirts and resorted to 


road blockades. The shopkeep- 
ers in many areas including Talab 
Tillo and Bohri downed their 
shutters. 

The protesting youth with 
banners in their hands also shout- 
ed slogans against Mr Abdullah 
and held him responsible for the 
incident. 

They demonstrated in Pa- 
rade Ground near the venue 
of hunger strike and hun- 
dreds of youth reached the 
GMC hospital from where 
they forcibly shifted the dead

body to Parade Ground where 
it was kept for paying trib- 
utes by the people. The pro- 
testing youths also ransacked 
the mortuary in GMC, tore 
its records and also broke 
window panes of newly con- 
structed emergency building 
in hospital. 

However, the body was later 
shifted by police to the GMC for 
post-mortem which was conduct- 
ed by the Board of Doctors con- 
stituted by Dr Romestr 002, 
Medical Superintendent, GMC 
Jammu. The prominent doctors 
in the Board include Dr Kuldeep 


However the protesting youth 
again took the body to Parade 
Ground and did not allow its cre- 
mation. 

After the sacrifice of life by 
Kuldeep Kumar Dogra, youths 
fanned out in different parts of 
the City especially Parade 
Ground, Jewel Chowk, Talab Til- 
10 and other areas and subjected 
matadors and other vehicles to 
heavy stone pelting. Transport 
in several areas went off the road 
while shopkeepers downed their 
shutters voluntarily. 

Most parts of the City ob- 
served a spontaneous bandh. 

Youth also assembled at Bo- 
hri, Talab Tillo, Gandhi Nagar, 
Muthi and Barnai and staged pro- 
test and blocked roads. The ve- 
hicular traffic also came to a 
grinding halt on Jammu, Akh- 
noor road after the activists of 
Sangarsh Samiti erected barri- 
cades on the road. 

Sangarsh Samiti chairman 
Leela Karan Sharma said a sui- 
cide note has also been recov- 
ered from pocket of the youth 
which is lying with Bakshi Nagar 
Police. In this note, the youth 
was reported to have said that he 
was making sacrifice for a su- 
preme cause and tributes be paid 
to him only after the goal of get- 
ting land back for the SASB is 
achieved, he added. 

Mr Sharma said all business 
establishments and transporters 
will observe a complete bandh 
tomorrow in protest against cal- 
lousness of the Government. 

In response to a question re- 
garding indefinite bandh, Mr Shar- 
ma said he can’t alone take a de-

J&K Govt fine-tuning criminal 
justice system: Law minister

JAMMU, Nov 26: The 
Jammu and Kashmir gov- 
ernment is tweaking the 
investigative process to 
improve the criminal justice 
system in the state, Law and 
Justice said today. 

The government is in the 
process of deputing dedicat- 
ed police officers for investi- 
gation and it has started 
showing results, Khan said 
at a performance review 
meeting of the prosecution 
wing of Jammu police. 

"The biggest hurdle in the 
timely deliverance of justice 
is faulty investigation. The 
government is mulling to 
improve the criminal justice 
system by fine-tuning the 
investigation process," 
Minister said. 

The loopholes left in the 
investigation by the officers 
concerned take a toll on the 
deliverance of justice and 
help criminals go scot-free, 
he added. 

He said joint efforts 
should be made to fix the 
loopholes in investigation 
and prosecution stages. · 

“Coordination among the 
investigating, agencies, 


forensic and medical experts 
and prosecutors can lead to a 
foolproof mechanism for 
establishing the case during 
trial," Minister said 

The minister sought a 
report on the action taken 
against government officials, 
including police personnel, 
who have not appeared as 
witnesses in various cases in 
the courts and affected the 
timely deliverance of justice. 

Minister further said 
promotions in the prosecu- 
tion wing of the police 
department would be based 
on performance and any 
lapse would reflect in annual 
progress reports. 

The minister said that all 
vacancies in the Forensic 
Science Laboratory (FSL) 
must be referred to recruit- 
ing agencies, adding that 
police headquarters could 
send employees with tech- 
nical qualification on con- 
tractual basis to the FSL till 
such posts are filled. 

He called for upgrading 
the © Forensic . Science 
Laboratory and asked the 
Director of FSL to make rele- 
vant recommendations to 
the home department for the 
same.

A HOMAGE TO THE MATRYERS OF KOTLI – A SAGA OF BRAVERY AND SACRIFICE 


Kotli Town the then Tehsil head quarter in Mirpur District with a population of Four Thousand in 1 947, had swelled many folds 
because of flow of Hindus and Sikhs from surrounding villages in face pof armed invasion by Pakistan raiders. Kotli is situated 
at a distance of about 180km from Jammu towards its north western end, and is a beauriful hilly, settlement on the bank of 
Daryaay (River) Poonch on the Mirpur Poonch road on one side and Jammu Poonch road on the other side both via jhanger. 


The tribal invasion of J&K in 1947 actively supported by the Pakistan Army brought in its wake, horrifying stories of mass 
plunder, vandalism and rape, Thousands of men women and children were mercilessly butchered in the name of Jihad by the 
Muslim Fundamentalists which have no Parallel. The stories connected with bravery and sacrifices by the civil population have 
gone unnoticed. On this unfortunate day November27, 1947,when Kotli town was got vacated by the Indian Armed Forces, after 
they captured it, bring to my mind some rare feats of bravery and sacrifice by the people of Kotli. 


287 October 1947:- In a rare feet of courage and bravery the civil youths of Kotli in face of heavy fire by the enemy brought 
home the Ammunition boxes which were dropped in the enemy's territory by the Indian Dacota confusion. About twelve people 
including Shri Ved Parkash Chadha laid down their lives for the honors of the mother land. This sacrifice, how ever remained 
unnoticed by the Govt. though it was no less than what Brg. Rajinder Singh and others did, who were decorated by the Govt of 
India posthumously. 


200 November 1947:- One of the enemy's Picket situated just at the opposite side of the road was firing continuously and it was 
almost certain that the enemy will enter the town. But the bravery of Shri Dharam Vir Khanna who entered the Picket and blew it 
with hand grenade saved the town. During this operation Shri Dharma Vir Khanna sacrificed his life and become martyr. 


157 November 1947:- The enemy entered the town in full strength. Many houses were torched. There was Hand to Hand fight 
in which the enemy suffered heavy causalities and forced to retreat when came face to face with Captain Ram Parkash, 
shouting "88900 Capt. Ram Parkash aa Gaya Hai”. About ninety people including women and children were burnt alive in the 
fire. Many laid down their lives while fighting with the enemy to defend the town. 


27" November 1947:- Though saved from the enemy at that time, this town (Kotli) of the heroes was abandoned by the Indian 
Army voluntarily much against the wishes of the people who were prepared to defend it till last drop of their blood. 


The tragedy about happenings in the Jammu area is heightened by the fact that most of this area fell in the enemy’s hand and 
massacres took place there after the state had acceded to India and the Indian troops had taken charge of the defence of the 
State. Kashmir valley having been cleared of the enemy by November10, Indian troops could have conveniently turned their 
attention to this strategic area also and they could have at least relieved the beleaguered towns of Rajouri and Mirpur and 
prevented the worst massacre of Indian history taking place. That they could not do so was not the fault of Army Commanders. 
As per the Historians the men responsible for these massacres were Nehru and Sheikh Abdullah. Nehru would not allow any 
body else in India to advise him in his handling of the Kashmir Affairs. He was solely guided by Sheikh Abdullah who did not 
allow the Army to advance and recapture this area since he had no interest in any other part of the State except the Kashmir 
Valley because it would have challenged his leadership. The most unfortunate other part of the Story is that these unfortunate 
people (Refugees/ Displaced) of this area (POJK) are till date neither rehabilitated nor their other genuine demands met by the 
Govt. 


When Memorial in the memories of Army and Police personnel have been built, it is equally important and necessary that a huge 
memorial is also built in the memory of Thousands of innocent men, women and children who either sacrificed their lives to save 
the honour of our Mother land or those who performed “Johar” by consuming poison or killing themselves or throwing 
themselves in the wells to protect their honour. Through these lines a request is again made to the Honorable Governor Sahib & 
Honorable Chief Minister Sahib to pay Tributes to these souls as is being done for those who sacrificed their lives in Karbala.
